To make money, there must
be . high production as well as
low cost feed. A commercial aim
might be for each doe to have
three and a half litters a year
or seven rabbits per litter, rais-
ed ‘to four pounds in eight
weeks. Actual records of, sev-
eral rabbitries kept for five
years are that each doe aver-
aged little more than three kind-
lings a year and raised just
over 15 fryers to a total weight
of 57 pounds. The approved
practice-is to leave the young
with doe for eight weeks, re-
move them® and immediately
breed the doe. One buck may

By following these sugges-
tions, fryers have been raised
with feed c¢ost as little as sev-
en cents per pound. Unfortun-
ately for growers, that is not
average. It is difficult to make
money on rabbits sold whole-
sale if supplies are bought in
small quantities. The chief sav-
ing in the back-yard' rabbitry i
in production for home con-
sumption.

Keep Your Records

1f the purpose of raising rab-
bits is to save money, hutches
will need to be inexpensive. One-
inch mesh poultry netting will
do for sides of hutches.

floor. An odorless rabbitry is
almost a possibility. One “little
lander” had sheet-iron under the
hutches sloping to a drain and
a bucket, Daily, he hosed the
droppings boards and emptied
the bucket on the garden.

The, importance of keeping
simple records can not be too
strongly urged. A card on each
hutch should list date of breed-
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{ng, number of kindled, and the
number raised. A simple entry
of each purchase of feed on one
page balanced against entries of
fryers used or sold will show
who is. winning the game.

Traffic Laws Clamp Down On
Drivers Who Are Neglectful

Highway officials are clamp:
ing down tighter than ever this
year on motorists caught v-
ing cars suspected as bcingdtﬁ-
sate or economically wastefyl.
Retently, as a result of a drive
against waste, instituted by the
federal government, a large
number of suspected cars have
been ordered to shopg for ad-
justments.

Follawing the lead of the state
of Washington and parts of Ore.
gon and Arizona, where regula-
tions are in force requiring of-
ficlal inspection of suspected
chars, California recently adopted
in its new: motor .code a provis:
fon requiring that no one ‘be
permitted to operate a car which
is in unsafe condition or untafe-
ly loaded.
